WASHINGTON (AP) — A spe­ 
cial White House panel has told 
President Nixon the answers to 
the nation’s problems may in­ 
volve a de-emphasis on college 
education, 
taxes on 
polluters 
and development of new cities 
to lure residents from crowded 
metropolitan areas. 
Although 
noting 
predictions 
thai the U.S. population may be 
stabilizing, the report said 70 
per cont of the country’s people 
probably will be concentrated 
on one-tcnth of the land by the 
end of the century’. 
And half the population, con­ 
taining the most advanced and 
most prosperous elements of the 
society, will live in three giant 
Washington, Chicago-Pittsburgh 
metropolitan belts — Boston- 
and San Francisco-San Diego. 
the Panel on National Goals said 
in a 228-page staff report. 
Few firm conclusions were of­ 
fered in the report, entitled “To­ 
ward Balanced Growth: Quanti­ 
ty with Quality.” The panel said 
its suggestions were intended to 
stir public debate and generate 
concern in Congress. 
Regarding schooling, the pres­ 
idential 
study 
group 
said, 
“Many people feel 
that 
too- 
great emphasis is already being 
placed on post-secondary educa­ 
tion. particularly on the four- 
year degree and that possibly 
there are many students now in 
college who do not really want 
to be there.” 
Perhaps college should be de­ 
emphasized, the panel said. But 
in any case, the nation should 
examine approaches to higher 
education. 
One answer to pollution, the 
panel declared, is the imposition 
of taxes on polluters. “In the 
competitive m arket place, rais­ 
ing the price of pollution would 
tend 
to 
lower 
environmental 
degradation, 
as 
producers 
would have an incentive to use 
manufacturing methods that put 
fewer burdens on the environ­ 
ment.

WASHINGTON (AP — Republican leaders on Cap­ 
itol Hill have advised President Nixon he may be over­ 
ruled by Congress if he vetoes another mammoth edu­ 
cation appropriation bill for tile sake of economy. 
Nixon seemed to suggest a possible veto in a sharp­ 
ly critical statement this weekend, citing the $4.4 billion 
money bill as a sample of excessive congressional spend­ 
ing votes. 
“This is a time when the 
taxpayers of the United 
States will not tolerate ir­ 
responsible spending,” the 
President said Saturday. 
Nixon said there is a 
danger of massive federal 
deficits and renewed infla­ 
tion if spending is not held 
in rein. 
Expressing deepening concern 
about the course of the Demo­ 
cratic controlled Congress, Nix­ 
on said, “For just one example, 
the

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Copper Country 


The Copper Country has generally been 
considered a truly “depressed area,” particularly 
since the closing of the Calumet & Hecla copper 
mines following a lengthy strike. But that im­ 
pression doesn’t come through in a special re­ 
port on the Copper Country published by th# 
Michigan State Chamber of Commerce. 
The repoort 
points out that 
the Copper 
Country is moving ahead in an impressive fash­ 
ion in several areas, including higher education, 
tourism and small industry. 
The Copper Country Is generally considered 
to be composed of Keweenaw, Houghton and On­ 
tonagon Counties, which have a rich history of 
copper production, and certainly the brightest 
star in the region’s galaxy today is the Whitt 
Pine Mine, operated by the Copper Range Co., 
the Upper Peninsula’s second largest employer. 
Located in Ontonagon County, the mine draws 
employees from throughout the western Upper 
Peninsula and northern Wisconsin. Biggest prob­ 
lem for operators of the mine is trying to recruit 
enough employees to meet the mine’s operational 
demands. 
But other industries in the Copper Country 
are helping to broaden the industrial base of the 
region in a less spectacular manner. New indus­ 
tries that have been established in the Copper 
Country include the Northern Hardwoods Divi­ 
sion of Copper Range, a wood-usin? company; 
Neo- Cast, a non-ferrous metal casting firm; 
Formatic, Inc., manufacturers of production ma­ 
chinery, and Calumet Electronics Corp., manu­ 
facturers of printed circuit boards. 
Formatic was set up in Ripley five years 
ago by Arthur W. Koski and Donald E. Levoska, 
who operate a factory in Detroit. When they de­ 
cided to establish 
a subsidiary in 
their home 
town, they found 
a very reliable 
labor force 
among residents of Houghton, Keweenaw and 
Baraga Counties. Their plant in Ripley, which 
was opened with three employees, now provides 
jobs for up to 40 workers. 
Fifty skilled workers are employed at Calu­ 
met Electronics, whose president, George Craze, 
Jr., is credited by the State Chamber of Com­ 
merce as being “one of the many enthusiastic 
businessmen who provide the leadership needed 
to add to the industrial 
growth of Michigan’s 
Upper Peninsula.”

Among the other big pluses in the Copper 
Country’s recent development have been the ex­ 
pansion of higher education facilities and the 
vigorous capitalizing on tourism opportunities. 
Michigan Technological University now has 
an enrollment of nearly 5,000 students in such 
fields as engineering, business administration, 
forestry, sciences and the arts, while Suomi Col­ 
lege on the other side of the Portage Canal pro­ 
vides liberal ails training 
for more than 400 
students. 
The major private tourist attractions in the 
Copper Country include 
the world’s 
largest 
steam hoist at the Quincy Mine in Hancock, the 
Arcadian copper mine in the same community 
and the Keweenaw Central steam train operating 
out of Calumet. The three operations are more 
complementary than competitive. Through care­ 
ful planning and cooperation, each enterprise 
advertises the other to the benefit of all. 
The Copper Country has had a history of 
boom and bust, and while the closing of the C&H 
mines has made the biggest news from that part 
of Michigan in the last couple of years, ifs obvi­ 
ous that the region has 
got some really solid 
things going for it, 
including some 
excellent 
business, industrial and cultural opportunities.

Nothing at all. according to a 
fellow who helped arrange the 
auction, a man who in the past 
has been responsible for auc­ 
tioning used cars. 
“ People seem to think of the 
computer as a big god,” he 
said, “but all it is is another 
machine. Maybe a bit cleaner 
and 
neater, 
but 
that’s 
all.” 
That’s how Joseph 
Kirby of 
Time 
Brokers 
Inc., 
auction 
sponsor, describes it. 
Feeling Described 
A spokesman for Parke-Ber- 
net Galleries, the world renown­ 
ed auction house 
which 
will 
produce the auction, described 
her feelings this way: 
“The people here are very ex­ 
cited. This is a challenge. We’ve 
sold art. cars and horses. Why 
not computers?” 
Well, why not if you have no 
further use for one? 
Included among the items is 
one old computer that was prac­ 
tically given to the auctioneer. 
Or at least it cost only $1 from a 
stock broker who clearly wasn’t 
impressed by its prowess nor 
emotionally involved in its past. 
According to Kirby, the b ro 


ker had tried to sell the equip­ 
ment, which is in operational or­ 
der, but couldn’t. Moreover, he 
was faced with a storage prob­ 
lem. “He got 
fed up,” Kirby 
said. “He said, ‘good riddance 
to bad rubbish’.” 
It was another sad old war­ 
horse that sparked the idea for 
the auction, a computer that 
was reliable but costly to main­ 
tain and which Kirby and his as­ 
sociates wished merely to dis­ 
pose of. 
“We were all in the backroom 
joking about it,” said Kirby. 
“ We thought maybe we could 
give it to a college and have it 
burned in effigy.” Or, perhaps 
Kirby meant, as an effigy of the 
machine, against which some 
college students have rebelled. 
“Then 
somebody 
mentioned 
Parke-Bernet. 
The idea cata­ 
pulted from there.” 
The old computer now seems 
destined to have an interesting 
and maybe stormy life. It is de­ 
scribed by the auctioneer as one 
“ suitable for handling the . . . 
requirements of a small repub­ 
lic until the rulers could afford a 
new model.” 
“ Old’’ is a relative term in the 
computer 
industry. 
One 
so­ 
called minicomputer on consign­ 
ment is only \Vz years old. The 
old warhorse that was consid­ 
ered for burning is IO years old. 
Obsolescence rather than age 
is perhaps 
a 
more 
accurate 
measure. While chronologically 
young, computers can become 
outmoded by rapid advances in 
technology. “Generations” 
are 
spawned every few .years; 
a 
fourth is awaited. 
Consider, as an illustration, 
that “antique” control 
panel, 
which is described in the cata­ 
logue as a collectors item. 
It comes from the Univac I. 
Sixteen of these systems were

man bridge between East and 
West. He maintains cordial rela­ 
tions with American leaders and 
gives friendly advice to the Rus­ 
sians. 
Kekkonen. 
the president of 
Finland. wWl arrive Wednesday 
for a state visit to Washington, 
just a few days after leaving 
Moscow. 
Kekkonen’s 
political 
foes 
claim he “sits in the laps of the 
Russians.” His supporters say 
the Russians never tell Kekko­ 
nen what to do but listen res- 
oectfutly to the advice he gives 
them on world affairs. 
Juggles Russians 
Since he seems to be in a pre­ 
carious position heading a na­ 
tion on the frontier of the Soviet 
colossus, some have suggested 
that he has developed the knack 
of “juggling” Russians. To this, 
Kekkonen has imported: “ If you 
think you can juggle Russians, 
you’re making a serious mis­ 
take.”

Rushes To Moscow 
Khrushchev rushed back to 
Moscow, 
called 
the 
Central 
Committee together and man­ 
aged enough majority to brand 
Malenkov and his supporters as 
“the antiparty group” and throw 
them out. 
Kekkonen’s 
experience 
with 
Russians spans a lifetime. In a 
nation exposed to the caprices 
of czarist governors and tom by 
civil strife between a poor Fin­ 
nish 
m ajority and influential 
Swedish-speaking m i n o r i t y , 
Kekkonen worked his way up 
the political ladder. 
He saw Finland become inde­ 
pendent 
of 
Russia when 
the 
Communists took over from the 
czars and saw it attacked by So­ 
viet Communists in the 1939 
“ winter war,” when the tough 
Finns 
drove 
Stalin’s 
armies 
back again and again. 
Opposer 1941 War 
Kekkonen opposed 
Finland’s 
involvement in the 1941-44 war 
with Russia, noting that “ the 
outcome does not depend on our 
war.” He played a key role, 
with President Juho Paasolovo, 
'in getting Finland out af it. 
As minister af justice in 1948 
Kekkonen helped negotiate the 
ireaity which still regulates rela­ 
tions with Moscow. 
Kekkonen was prime m inister 
1956-53 and again 1954-56, and in 
those periods visited the Krem­ 
lin several times. But he rated 
highly elsewhere too. He is an 
adroit 
conversationalist 
and 
skillful with repartee, qualities 
which have proved useful in ne­ 
gotiation®. 
Jacqueline Kennedy once re­ 
marked that Kekkonen and Pak­ 
istan’s form er president, Ayub 
Khan, were the most interesting 
statesmen she had met at the 
White House.

Anticrime Bill Roadblock Gladstone News 
Thrown Up By Rep. Ceiler 


By JOHN BECKLER 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Rep. 
Emanuel Ceiler is 82 and his 
step is slow but the adm inistra­ 
tion is finding him a tough nut 
to crack in its effort to move a 
controversial 
amlticrime 
bill 
through the House. 
From President Nixon down, 
adm ini strait nm officials have re­ 
peated^ accused Ceiler, chair­ 
man of the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee, of delaying action on the 
Senate-passed bill. 
Pressure Put On 
Republican 
congressional 
leadier^ and forces outside Con­ 
gress also have tried to bring 
public pressure on Ceiler to act. 
“ I don’t give a tinker’s damn 
about the pressure,” said Ceiler 
as he walked slowly toward the 
House, where he has served 
since 1923. "That bill is as full 
of holes as Swiss cheese. We’! 
bring out a bill, but when we do 
it will be a good one.” 
The bill is officially designat­ 
ed the Organized Crime Control 
Act of 1969, but it is better 
known as S.30, its number in the 
Senate which passed it 73 to I on 
Jan. 23. 
Eight Bills In One 
It is really eight bills rolled 
into one, a massive legislative 
package aimed primarily alt o r­ 
ganized crime 
but containing 
many 
provisions 
that 
would 
make significant changes in es­ 
tablished legal procedures. 
The bill provides extra sen­ 
tences of up to 30 years in pris- 
|on for habitual and professional 
criminals and for leaders of or­ 


ganized crime. 
It also would 
make large scale illicit gam­ 
bling enterjvrises, and the brib­ 
ing of local officials in connec­ 
tion with illegal gambling, fed­ 
eral crimes. 
Provisions Disputed 
One of its most disputed pro­ 
visions would empower special 
grand juries to file public re­ 
ports concerning misconduct of 
public officials even without suf­ 
ficient evidence to warrant aal 
| indictment. 
Other sections of the bill deal 
with witness immunity, grand 
jury proceedings, and the pres­ 
entation of evidence and testi­ 
mony. 
It is some of the proposed 
changes 
that 
have 
attracted 
criticism of S.30 within the legal 
profession, and on which Ceil­ 
er’s opposition is based. 
“I don’t accept a package be­ 
cause of its label,” he said. ‘‘I 
want to examine its contents.” 
Bill Bottled Up 
What Ceiler calls examining 
the 
contents 
his 
critics 
call 
“ bottling up” the bill. The usual 
charge is that he has bottled it 
up for more than a year. When 
the mass circulation magazine 
Readers 
Digest 
made 
the 
charge in its current issue, Ceil­ 
er fired off a letter in reply. 
He pointed out the Senate had 
the bill under consideration for 
a full year before passing it, 
while the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee has had it less than six 
months. During that time it has 
reported out a bill authorizing 
$3.2 billion to fight crim e in the 
streets, and also held hearings 
on S.30. 
“ If the Senate can take a year 
on S.30 why is the House sup­ 
posed to rush it through?” asks 
Ceiler.

Ceiler, and the House Judiciary 
Committee. 
Politics also plays a part in 
Celler’s opposition. 
He would 
like to saddle the administration 
with responsibility for what he 
regards as the repressive fea­ 
tures of the bill and have the 
Democratic-controlled 
Con­ 
gress 
get credit for deleting 
them. 
On the surface it seems like 
an uneven contest—the weight 
of the administration against an 
82-year-old man. But Ceiler has

TV Or Not TV, 


That’s Problem 


Facing House 


WASHINGTON (AP) — TV or 
not TV, that was the question 
before the House today as it re­ 
sumed consideration of a re­ 
form bill designed to open more 
congressional procedures to the 
public. 
Unlike the Senate, which wel­ 
comed the lights and cameras 
of the television crews to its 
committee hearings early in the 
TV age, the House has stead­ 
fastly refused to admit them. 
Under the bill, television cov­ 
erage would be limited to com­ 
mittee hearings and not include 
proceedings on the House floor, 
although an amendment to cov­ 
er action in the chamber itself 
had been expected. 
The bill requires a majority 
vote by a committee to permit 
televised 
hearings 
and 
gives 
any witness the right to have 
the cam eras shut down while he 
is testifying. 
Furthermore, the privilege of 
televising its hearings could be 
withdrawn if, in the commit­ 
tee’s judgment, the material ap­ 
pearing on the screen tended to 
“distort 
the purposes of the 
hearing” or “to cast discredit or 
dishonor on the House, the com­ 
mittee, or any member of the 
House.” 
The television coverage provi­ 
sion is one of the most contro­ 
versial in the bill and it under­ 
went several revisions during 
drafting. 
An earlier version would have 
required 
broadcasters 
prove 
what they showed on the screen 
was “ accurate and legitimate 
news coverage.” 
The 
earlier 
language 
and 
most of the opposition to the 
provision reflected a fear in the 
minds of many members that 
television will seize on some iso­ 
lated, bizarre or sensational in­ 
cident in an otherwise decorous 
hearing and thereby give a false 
impression.
